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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6 are pending in this application. 

The rejection of the claims over the art of record is 
respectfully traversed in view of amendment of claim 1 presented 
with this Preliminary Amendment- The claims are now directed to a 
heat-shrinkable tube, which is composed of at least 3 0% by weight 
of polyester or more of a polyester resin or a copolyester resin as 
the polymeric component and in particle of specific weight and 
particle diameter to yield a heat-shrinkable tube having 
slipperinesB in the range of 300 to 800 gf . Reference is made to 
the detailed description of the preferred embodiments of the 
invention found on pages 9-13 of the specification. The 
slipperiness of the Examples according to the present invention are 
within the range of about 300 to 800 gf and all of the Examples 
have excellent properties as shown in Table 2 on page 12 of the 
specification. Comparative Examples, which have a different 
composition are shown in Table 2 and are either outside the 
slipperiness range or do not display the same excellent properties 
as the Examples according to the present invention. Thus, it is 
the combination of polyester in specific proportions with the 
defined particle of specific properties that result in an excellent 
heat-shrinkable tube for covering a condenser as now claimed in 
this application.
